Amend the claims as follows : 

9. (Currently amended) The method according to claim 23, wherein said modulating 
inhibiting of cellular senescence is restored and changed a senescent cell to a young cell. 

23. (Currently amended) A method for modulating inhibiting cellular senescence in a 
human fibroblast cell, said method comprising treatment to the cell in the amount from 1 to 
500(j,M of an inhibitor of adenylyl cyclase to inhibit said cyclase.
